Nuaw Yonrs, March 22,—A spocial com-
mittes of the Beform club of this city hns
oomploted thoe draft of a bill which, when

perfectod, will ba nrged upon Congress ns
s subetitute for the presont tariff lows
and the fuliillinent of tlie pledges under
which the Democracy obiained coniral of
the nntionsl government. The generdl
principles ypon which the proposad tarift
18 formed, in main, are as follows: Cruds
mate=inl in general is made free of duty.
in taking piher articles the general object
nhas been to Bx such rales s wounld pro-
gluce the Inrgest amount of Tovenue in a
gerieg ol years, consiatent with lurge im-
porintions, the ptirpose of obtaining the
Inrgest 1evenue, however, to be limited
by consideration of the weliare and ne-
camity of the people at lurge and espece
ialiy the poorer classes,

All duties aee made strictly ad vrlorem,
Except somo of those which are levied ny
compensatory for an lnternal revenue x
on simline nrticles produced at home. In
order to insare the present adminlstra-
ting of nd tnlurem lariffit{s sssantinl that
the ratos of duty upon the gireat massof
nriloles shonld be keopl at vesy moxderato
figures. On other ariicles experience has
ehown that duties cannot be raised above
5 por pent. without offering dangerous
incontives to fraud. A few mrticles of
luxury may be excoptad from the operi-
tronu ol these panarul rales,

Al Toreign articles which if made here
would be subject to interpal revenue
taxes must of course be schject Lo st
jmuit equal tax. As to Hquors and to-
bacco the duty on  them should be
made with a view of obtsining the
gronlest possible amoont of revenue
withoul any covcerm as to whether
we give or withhald
o domestic producers. \'ioidln}z in pary
1o e popuisr opinion that slik is n fux-
ury, we have placed silk manniaciores
geoerally at 25 por oomt. Hilk yarns,
thread and sewing silk are pinced &t 20
per cent, und spon and thrown silk &t 15
per oent. leaving raw silk free.

All forms of crude metal, nol merely in
ores, but pig iron ingots and bars, with
the exception of iron and steel, are mude
froe of duty. The duty upon woolens and
worstad manufactlires of every descrip-
tion is placed st 25 per cent. Lesther
gleves and ull other ploves except silk
piaved at 25 per oont. schedule. Tin plates
ehould certuiniy not be taxed more than
20 per sent, and perbaps not more than 15
per osnt. Manufactures of wood in ita
meost fnlshed rorms is placed in the 20
per cont, scheditle, as are also buottons,

Mowi provisions are made frep of duty
but some which partake in o mild degree
of the nature of luxuaries gre put o the 29
pur cent. schedale while breadstulfs ars
mostly made frec. Potatoes are loft sub-
deod 1o mduty of 15 per oent. Domestio
books could not be admiited without the
cotipent ol the domostic publizsher and
foreign books copyrighted here could not
be mdmilted st all. On the other hand

An nutograph letter of
Washington’s, written from Mount Ver-
non Dec. 13, 1709, one day before his
dmath nod the last lettor ho ever wrote,
wos sold to the Historieal soclety of
Pennsylvania, for $550. Washington's
secretiry and book case sold for §2,000;
cnrd wnliles for $20 apiece and the dining
table for 8885, A French spinnel with
bell and drim attachment that belonged
to Nellie Custis brought §1,400. Mrs.
Wiashineton’s musie books, most of the
words and music ol which were wrilten
by ber, sold for §190.
